REPORTS FROM BERLIN 
last week said East German 
radios were blaring songs 
about German-Russian bro¬ 
therhood and friendship — 
but there were Russ-controll¬ 
ed troops in East Germany, 
just in case a few scattered 
East Germans weren’t com¬ 
pletely friendly. 

That took my memory 
back to 1918, when I was 
the only correspondent ac¬ 
companying the American 
hospital trains which trans¬ 
ferred all American prison¬ 
ers of war from Rastatt pri¬ 
son camp in Germany to 
Vichy, France. Ever since 
then I have doubted all 
reports that Germans and 
Russians, generally speak¬ 
ing, could cease to hate one 
another for many genera¬ 
tions. 

That mission was officially 
secret, because the American 
hospital trains had to pass 
through Switzerland which 
was guarding its neutrality 
most fervently, even though 
the war had ended a month 
before. 

♦ • * 

HOWEVER, an operation 
involving half a dozen hosp¬ 
ital trains, each with bunks 
for several hundred men, 
had to carry a lot of supplies 
the released prisoners would 
need or want, and the YMCA 
was asked to stock them 
with chocolate, cigarets, 
cookies and a lot of things 
like that, and a man in 
charge of such preparations 
let me in on the secret. 

Capt. McFaul, in command 
of Hospital Train No. 55, 
obligingly failed to notice 
I was not one of his men— 
I was wearing an enlisted 
man’s blouse — so I spent 
several days on the train, 
distributing such treats and 
Interviewing about 800 ex¬ 
prisoners. 

* • • 

THEY ASSURED ME they 
had been well treated. Amer¬ 
ican food packages, brought 
in by the Red Cross and the 
y, had come in regularly. 
So had equipment for games, 
study courses, musical instru¬ 
ments and entertainment. 
Their good band, organized 
in prison, was on the train 
on its first trip to Vichy. 

They had had a baseball 
league, a basketball league, 
chess and checker tourneys 
and a lot of home talent 
shows. 

And out of 2,500 prisoners, 
many wounded were captur¬ 
ed, only 7 had died. They 
had snapshots of their ceme¬ 
tery. 

“But the Russians had the 
compound next to ours,” they 
said, “and 40,000 German 
prisoners died. They had to 
dig graves day and night. 
We’d see the guards drive in 
with a big barrel of thin 
soup. A cup of that and a 
slice of bread, half sawdust, 
was all they got. 

“When the barrel was emp¬ 
ty they’d lay it on its side 
and crawl into it to lick 
the inside. 

“We Yanks rarely ate our 
prison rations, our food 
packages were so much bet¬ 
ter. We’d sail our prison 
bread over the barbed wire 
into the Russian compound, 
and if it fell short they’d risk 
getting shot to reach for it. 
Gosh, how the Russians and 
Germans hate each other.”

/ REMEMBERED that 20 
years later when Hitler 
thought he could make an 
ally of Russia and I am sure 
that now a really free elec¬ 
tion in East Germany would 
prove that no matter what 
the radios blare the hatred 
between Germans and Rus¬ 
sians is deep and enduring, 
cemented into their natures 
by the ravages of World 
War II. 

And the East Germans 
must hate most of all, be¬ 
cause of the oppressions since 
that war.

PRIVATE SHELTERS, NEW CITY HALL 
SCHOOLS SUB-BASEMENTS ARE URGED 


The SIERRA MADRE NEWS believes that survival of 
the 10,000 Sierra Madreans and the equal number of in¬ 
habitants in Hastings Ranch, the Oaks-Highland area and 
Rosemead-Foothill region in case of nuclear—bomb and 
missile—attack, is of primary, possibly embryonic im¬ 
portance. 

Conceivably, survival of the people of this district 
might possibly prove the germ for continuance of the 
American Way of Life if the rest of the country, its people 
and their apparatus of living were wiped out. 

For this reason, the NEWS believes the report of 
Councilman Ralph R. Rule, submitted to City Council 
Tuesday night, is of primary and functional import. Coun¬

BECAUSE Councilman Rule’s report is of such vital im¬ 
portance, this newspaper today prints most of it in detail 
as follows; 

“My recommendations are contained in the follow¬ 
ing six-point program: 

1— ^Retain a portion of the present Civil Defense and 
Disaster Plan of October, 1957. This plan sets forth in 
detail the responsible parties provided for in the Ordi¬ 
nance in the City Code. The balance of the plan should be 
rewritten. 

2— Reconstitute the Disaster Board to provide three 
main categories, each with its own chairman, and clearly 
defined duties, responsible only to the Director of Civil 
Defense, or his appointed assistant. These three categories 
or sections are: 

A. —General Community Planning and Education. 

B. —Operations of Vital and Es-sential Services Di¬ 
visions of the City government and other Departments 
under city management and control, 

C.—Coordination of services of local Civil Defense 
with those of other governmental agencies now oper¬ 
ating in the field. 

3— An immediate consideration of the building of a 
new City Hall, with a dual purpose basement, to be used 
for city needs at present but which could be Immediately 
turned into a shelter in case of an extreme emergency. 

4— Instruct tlie city administrator to investigate any 
and all sources of monies available to us on any basis for 
construction of any type of shelter, including the base¬ 
ment of the new City Hall. 

5— The City Council should go on record with the 
State Department of Education, County School Board, and 
Pasadena School Board and strongly urge the building of 
adequate fallout shelters at both Sierra Madre and Sierra 
Mesa Schools. In an extreme emergency these fallout shel¬ 
ters should be made available to the citizens of Sierra 
Madre during the time the schools are closed. Private and 
parochial schools should also be urged to provide adequate 
shelters for school children. 

6— ^The City Council should adopt a resolution to be 
sent to all city, county. State and Federal agencies urging 
tax exemption be given on property on which fallout 
shelters are built. The City Council should also go on 
record as favoring a policy of not assessing any improve¬ 
ment on any property which could be used as a fallout 
shelter. 

Since the above six sections are necessarily only a 
brief statement, I have detailed each section and my own 
thinking as to how these migth function and why, 
in my opinion, such action is needed. 

1—REVISION OF 1957 DISASTER PLAN 

The present disaster plan was adopted in October, 
1957. No particular emergency existed at the time and 
evacuation of a city was a popular concept of how to deal 
with an atomic bombing. Meantime, in 1959, the City 
Code of Sierra Madre was rewritten and it is my feeling 
the Civil Defense and Disaster Plan should be rewritten 
at this time. Revision of this plan should be delegated to 
the city administrator, with instructions to thoroughly 
screen all material and provisions in the plan to see that 
no conflict exists with any Federal, State or county laws, 
acts, ordinances, policies or programs. 

2—RECONSTRUCTION OF DISASTER BOARD 

Since the once popular concept of evacuation has been 
all but discarded by Civil Defense experts, more emphasis 
must be given to the needs of the citizens who will be 
in Sierra Madre at the time of an extreme emergency. 
It is an educated guess that any type of enemy action will 
probably take place at night, when the tendency to panic 
is the greatest. It is coincidental that most of the citizens 
of Sierra Madre would be at home at this time. Therefore, 
it is my opinion that we need the following sections in our 
Civil .Defense Council. 

A—General Community Planning and Educotion 

This should be at least a seven (7) member board 
responsible to the Director of Civil Defense or his assistant, 
the chairman to be elected by members of the board. This 
body should hold meetings with the citizens of Sierra 
Madre to determine the scope of our Civil Defense pro¬ 
gram; they should make surveys, in conjunction with the 
city engineer or his assistant, to determine what, if any, 
fallout shelters are available to the citizens of Sierra 
Madre; they should embark on a program of education to 
bring about an understanding by the people of Sierra 
Madre that fallout shelters are needed by everyone, and 
that we might need them tomorrow. Other duties might in¬ 
clude a study (and report to the director) as to which 
shelters, public or private, are most desirable in Sierra 
Madre. 

It should be noted here that large cities, such as Los 
Angeles, will of necessity favor public shelters. Reasons 
behind this are that many buildings that are adequate 
fallout shelters already exist, and that public shelters will 
undoubtedly receive more Federal and State support than 
private shelters. However, one must look beyond these 
reasons and realize that the task of educating* the citizens 
in a city of 3,000,000 and getting them to accept the concept 
of private fallout shelters would, in intself, be a monu- 
mental undertaking, if not actually an almost physical 
impossibility. Therefore, the larger cities will have to do 
the planning for their citizens, and I will agree that public 
shelters, at this time at least, offer the best solution to 
their problem. 

Conversely, small cities, with little or no ready-built 
or already existing buildings to be used for fallout shelters, 
will again of necessity, be forced to try the program of 
private shelters. 

Sierra Madre is a prime example of this type of city, 
not only from the standpoint of a lack of existing fallout 
shelters, but also because of our financial condition. Since 
we are on a ‘pay-as-you-go’ basis, with small cash re¬ 
serves, we would have to have 100 per cent Federal or 
State ^nds to build public shelters. Even at best, we 
could only expect matching funds, which would make the

visit to the Orient Sam Per- 
lof threw another monkey- 
wrench into the situation, 
with minor objections, this 
when escrow was about to 
be started for acquisition of 
right-of-way opposite h i a 
property at S. Baldwin and 
the proposed Suffolk en¬ 
trance opposite the new Post 
Office building. It is hoped 
to straighten this out on his 
return on Sept. 15. 

Incidentally, Councilman 
Severin L Sorensen again 
stepped to the plate with 
criticism of the councilmen’s 
voices and their lack of 
making themselves under¬ 
stood distinctly despite the 
amplifiers purchased some 
months ago. As of the pres¬ 
ent it is practically impos¬ 
sible to make out what some 
councllmen are saying. 

AMENDMENTS to the code 
as regards lot sizes and re¬ 
strictions occupied much of 
Council’s attention, as did 
the proposed E. Bonita St.

building of several large shelters financially out of the 
question. 

Therefose, we must have a massive education program, 
designed primarily to convince the citizens of Sierra Madre steady procession of water 
that individual private fallout shelters represent the best ballets, swim races and corn- 
possible protection from radioactive material and could edy events calculated to in- 
well represent the difference between survival and com- trigue all the spectators.

B—Operations of Vitol and Essential Services Divisions of 
the City Government and other Departments 
under City Management and Control 
It would be my recommendation that this section 
be headed up by the chief of police and his staff. 

This section would include the Fire Department, Water 
Department and the various other departments in the 
city having equipment and material at their disposal. 

I do not believe that any volunteer organization 
however well trained, would be able to cope with the 
situation that would exist prior to, during, and after 
an atomic bombing. Individuals in emergency situ- 
atons tend to panic and we should rely upon an 
already trained and well disciplined organization, such 
as the Police Department, to handle the problems we 
would face in nuclear warfare. 

One has only to realize that under such con¬ 
ditions there will be no power and lights, no gas, no 
water, no two-way communications, no sanitary fa¬ 
cilities, no adequate food supplies, just to name a 
few, and it suddently becomes clear that we must have 
trained personnel to accomplish the objectives out¬ 
lined in our disaster plan. 

C—Coordination of Services of Local Civil Defense Organ¬ 
ization with those of other Governmental, Civil 
Defense Agencies Operating in the Field 

The City Council should assign one man to head up 
this section with instructions to learn of all the various 
Civil Defense and Disaster Agencies now operating, and 
to take full advantage of their participation and not 
duplicate their services at a local level. 

This section head should recommend to the director 
which Civil Defense functions should be delegated to those 
agencies best equipped to handle the operations. This type 
of cooperation between agencies is necessary to eliminate 
duplication of effort and to keep the citys' cash outlay 
at a minimum. 

3—CONSIDERATION OF NEW CITY HALL WI’TH SUB¬ 
TERRANEAN BASEMENT 

While the need for a new City Hall should not be a 
part of these discussions, it should nevertheless be agreed 
by the City Council that such a building is needed now 
and has been for some time. 

With this premise, we can proceed with the sug¬ 
gestion that the City Council immediately consider the 
construction of the new City Hall, but with a subterranean 
basement to serve as quarters for certain city operations, 
but which could be turned into a fallout shelter for 100 
persons at a moment’s notice. 

Further, this basemei't could be used as headquarters 
in an “extreme emergency” to assure the continuity of

emergency would toe establishment of emergency lines of 
succession for top executives and key personnel, or, in 
other words, to guarantee leadership and authority through 
lines of succession. Other advance planning must be done 
to preserve essential records; to prevent unlawful assump¬ 
tion of authority; and to assure the public that disorder 
and dislocation following an enemy attack will be 
promptly brought under control. 

We must also be prepared to assure Federal and 
State agencies that the city government of Sierra Madre 
can function legally and efficiently in an emergency. This 
would be done by naming the line of succession to a depth 
or seven for the mayor and two or three

of at least six 
for other city officials. 

Such depth of succession will make martial law less 
.likely and assure continuous leadership and authority in 
key positions during reestablishment of normal govern¬ 
ment functions. Not only must effective civil administra¬ 
tion survive at all local levels, but the Police and Fire 
Departments must also function during these emergencies. 

To accomplish any and all of these objectives, we 
must have an adequate bomb and fallout shelter, spe- 
«jjfically designed with the objective in mind of the 
continuation of local government. In my opinion, a sub- 
terraean shelter beneath a new City Hall is by far the 
most logical answer. To build a City Hall is by far the 
would require funds to be forthcoming from one of three 
sources: 

1 — From present tax monies. 

2— With partial matching funds from the Fed- 
. eral Government and the balance from tax monies. 

3— (Bond issue. 

To take the money from our tax funds would be 
tantamount to abandoning any present plans we now 
have for capital improvements and to start over anew 
in this endeavor. On the other hand, bond issues are not 
always the most desirable method of raising money. 'The 
City Council will, in my opinion, have to decide which 
route to take as our present City Hall facilities do not 
lend themselves in any way to being adapted to a shelter 

of any type. , t 

It would appear from the above suggestion that i 
am attempting to ‘work both sides of the street.’ This may 
be partially true since good municipal government requires 
that simultaneous and equal consideration be given to 
the needs and expectations of both peace and wartime. 

Finally, I feel strongly that the City Council should 
lead the way in the field of Civil Defense. 

If the City Council pays only lip service to the idea 
of shelters, and fails to take any action then we can 
hardly expect to convince the citizens of Sierra Madre 
that such preparedness is really necessary. 

’The City Council should bring all Civil Defense mat¬ 
ters within the field of interest and concern oi every 
representative segment of the population of Sierra Madre. 
If we communicate, explain and consult long enough and 
hard enough, we can eventually erase the skepticism that

Last April 27 I wrote your 
honorable body a letter in

When the petitions were 
obtained from the city man¬ 
ager’s office the estimated 
cost was given to those cir¬ 
culating the petitions as ap¬ 
proximately $5 to $5.50 per 
foot. Nothing was said about 
an additional charge for lat¬ 
erals but we know that an 
estimate that did not in¬ 
clude this was not a fair 
estimate. The property own¬ 
ers figured an outlay of $250 
to $300 per foot lot and so 
signed the petition.

Mosk Places 
New Burdens 
On Employers 

By Edwin Capes 

SACRAMENTO — (CNS) 
— While California taxpay¬ 
ers contribute almost half of 
their tax dollars to educa¬ 
tion, state law and Atty. 
Gen. Stanley Mosk combine 
to make the burden worse. 

This refers to a recent de¬ 
cision from Mosk’s office 
which says that a school dis¬ 
trict may not require an em¬ 
ploye, who has been receiv¬ 
ing full salary during an 
illness recovery period, to 
endorse his Workmen s 
Compensation Insurance 
check to the district. 

This means, in other 
words, that an employe who 
takes time off for illness, 
can receive both his full sal¬ 
ary for a certain length of 
time, as well as additional 
money from workmen’s com¬ 
pensation.

vate industry should have 
certain guarantees in the 
c8iSe of illness, and that 
these guarantees should 
build up according to the 
employe’s length of service. 
State employes generally 
can build up 12 days a year 
sick leave, for which they 
are recompensed if it is ever 
taken on the basis of full 
salary. 

But just why the law per¬ 
mits the employe to draw 
not only his sick leave sal¬ 
aries, but also to draw com¬ 
pensation insurance, which 
is paid for by the school dis¬ 
tricts, and in the case of pri¬ 
vate business, by the em¬ 
ployer, still remains a ques¬ 
tion. 

THE^ATTOHNEY general’s 
opinion says the Industrial 
Accident Commission might 
control the duplicate pay¬ 
ments, by making awards to 
go into effect after the em¬ 
ploye has used up his sick 
leave. However, generally 
illness doesn’t last that 
long. 

The case submitted to the 
attorney general arose in 
Placer County, where a 
school district has been de¬ 
ducting the amount of 
Workmen’s Compensation 
from the salary it pays em¬ 
ployes on leave because of 
illness. 

And the upshot of the case 
is that the attorney general 
has virtually directed Placer 
County to reimburse any 
and all employes who have 
; had their Workmen’s Com¬ 
pensation deducted from 
their sick leave salary 
checks! 

Further, the district offi¬ 
cials who ordered the deduc¬ 
tions might be guilty of a 
misdemeanor under the la¬ 
bor code for making the de¬ 
ductions, according to the 
opinion, which quotes the 
code as saying: 

”NO EMPLOYER shall 
exact or receive from any 
employe any contribution, 
or make or take and de¬ 
duction from the earnings 
of any employe, either di¬ 
rectly or indirectly, to cov¬ 
er the whole or part of the 
cost of compensation un¬ 
der this division, (sick 
leave). Violation of this 
section is a misdemeanor." 

Thus, the employer has no 
chance at all of protecting 
himself against additional 
pay for employes who are 
getting their wages as the 
result of sick leave. And if 
the remedy lies with the 
Industrial Accident Commis¬ 
sion, then the employer 
would be no better off if 
the commission has a policy 
of favoring the employe ra¬ 
ther than giving justice to 
all parties concerned. Per¬ 
haps the law needs some re¬ 
vision.
